Government Must Have Cable Com-

munications—He Announced That
He Would Ianspect a Line Across
the Columbia From Fort Stevens.

PortLaND, Now, 18,——The United
States and Hawaii are soon to be con-
nected by ecable, and the starting place
from the Pacific coast may be not [ar
from Astoria.

General Greely stated Tpursday that
he bad recommended the building of the
cable, and that a company had been
formed, and was only awaitiog recogoi-
tion from congreee to begin work. That
such recognition would be forthcoming
at the next session the general expressed
no donbt.

The government not only wante, bat
muost have telegraph connections with
Honolnlu, and would prefer that this
conneetion be made by & private corpo-
ration. The only questions remaining
are whal aseistance shall be rendered
this corporation by the government, and

from what point on the Pacific coast
shall the cable start.

From surveys already made, it Las
been decided that there are places be-
tween San Francisco and Honolala
where Lthe bottom of the ocean wounld
pot permit of the laying of = cable
with any degree of eafety on account of
the -tremendouns rocks and boulders
formed at thoee places. The govern—
meat, if it is to aid in the constroction
of this cable, wonld want to know jast
what the prospects were of laying one
that wounld be permanent and a success.
To determine this, General Greely has
been sent. He finds the conditione out
from San Francisco unfavorable, and
will now investigate the mouath of the
Columbie to determine 1f it is a suitable
place, and if so cablegrams from Astoria
t> Honolula will be ordinury things 1o
two years.

Panis, Nov, 18.—The Unlted States
peacs commissioners are devoting today
as they did yeslerday to formulsating the
next presentation for consideration of
the Spanish commiseioners, While the
Americans are reticent aa to their inten-
tions, it may be eaid without reserve
that the occasion is near npon which the
exact peace terms acceplable to the
American com:missionera will be laid
before thie Spaniards with a time lilmt
for their acceplance.

There s some surprise expressed
among the members of the American
eolony ut the bestowal of s decoration
npon the French president st the hands

of the Spanish peace commission at ttm:‘t
moment, and others are asking them-

selves whether the entertainment .at
Elyeee palace was to be regarded asa
gort of compensation to the Americans,

whose eensibilities may bave been
wounded by the bestowal of the Spanish
decoration nupin Fanre before the con-
clusion of peace negotiations.

TERRIBLE RAIL-
ROAD ACCIDENT

Pensylvania Railroad Train Runs Down
a Gang of Laborers Near Jersey
City

New Yorx, Nov. 18.—While a gang ol
track hands were at work on the Pean-
sylvania railroad line near Jersey City,
today, they were ron down by a train.
Eleven workmen were killed outright
and eix seriounsly injared,

The train which ran down the work-
men was a loeal from Milltown, doe at
Jersey City at 12:20a. m. A fog had
delayed the train and the engineer, J.
Van Ostrand, was ronning at high speed
believing there was nothing to prevent
a qnick run to Jersey Citv. He only
knew that his train had ran into the
men when the engine jarred. Then the
eries of the men were heard sad as soon
as poesible he stopped the train.

Passengera aided the trainmen in

searching for the victime, This was not
an easy task in the thick fog which pre-
vailed.
_ A traid had passed on the west-boand
track a few seconds before the east-
bound train ran the men down. The
noise of the west-bound train prevented
the men from hearing the spproach of
the east-bound train, They were not
aware that the train was near them un-
til they were scattered right and left.

When the engine which struck the la-
borers repched the depot at Jersey City
the coweatcher was red with blood from
the men killed. After the engine was
stopped a hand was picked op irom the
cowecatcher. It had been severed from
one of the yvietims, and had been carried
to thedepot on the cowestcher.

Cricaco, Nov. 18.—A epecial to the
Tribone from Washington says: It is
probable that the report of the Hawaiian
commiesion will tavor a more liberal
form of government for the island than
hae generally been expected. The mem-
bers ha%e favorably~considered a propo-
sition to give the ielands s represenia-
tive in the houee with a wvote, in which
regard he woald rank with the repre-
sentstives, and- not with the delegates
from Arizona, New Mexieo and Oklaho-

ma, who have the privilege of talking,

but oot the right of voting.

The government suggested for the isl-
and will in all probability be an ad
vance on the pressnt organizad terri-
tories, but, of conrse, will not contem-
plate statehood. Several members of
the commission go to the extent of be-
lieving that Hawaii should have repre-
sentation in the senste, thoogh probably
withont a vote, This feature, however,
may not appeésr in the report.

SHE CAN SETTLE
-THAT POINT NOW

Unless She Acquiesces in the American
Demands, the War Will Be Re-
sumed at Once.

Panis, Nov. 19.—There was no joint
meeling of the peace commission today.

In their next memorandam the Amer-
ican commissicners will go to the vital
pointe. Definite notice will be given
that the Americans will take all the
PEilippines, and Spain will nnquestion-
ably learu the terms, from which there
will be no deviation.

It is more than likely that the Ameri-
cans will fistly snmmon Spain to effect
an i1mioediate amicable adjustment.
Bhounld Spain refnse to make a treaty
cediog the Philippines to the United
Stales, the Instant alternative for the
Americans will be the conguest of that
territory at an increased cost to
Spain in the final settiement and possi-
bly with the loss of Spanish life.

It may be lgld that the Philippines,
if ceded, now, withouat any terms, would
be an adequate war indemnity 1o tke
United States for its war expenses al-
ready incurred, and that Spain canool
expect, as n legal or moral right,any
mongtary eoncessions,  Philippine ac-
quisition by conquest, ~however, would
enlail apon the United States a waste of
treadure far gresier than a sum that
Spain may accapt now ns & basis dFpeace
for the cession, Spain being barren ol
territery or cash with which ta indem-
mify the UintedStates fully, even at this
jonctare, she would be still less_able to
meet an additional expense to the Amer-
icane in forther operstions in tha Phil;-
ippines,

REFUSE FURTHER
NEGOTIATIONS

President of Spanish Com-
mission Has Sa Decided.

MAY RESULT
BADLY FOR SPAIN

Americans Demand Cession of Philip-
pines With Payment to Spaino of
$20,000,000, One of the Carolines
and Cable Rights ia Other Islands
—Must Be Complied With By the
28th of This Month.

Pagis, Nov. 21.—The Spanish and
American peace commissionera met in
joint session at 2 c'clock this afternoon.
The Americans declared they most have
the entire Philippine archipelago, and
acked for a Lrealy cession of the islands.
The Americans tendered to Spain §20,
000,000, It is further declared itis the
purposeof the United Etates to main-
tain the Philippine islands as an *‘open
door'" to the world’s commerce.

On the terins named, the United States
proposes the muatnal relingoishment of
all claims for indemnity, national or per-
sopal, subseq uent to the outbreak of the
last Cuban insurrection.

November 28th is fixed as the date on
which the United Stales commiesion de-
sired a detinite response to today's
propositiong, and all other subjects at
igsne, -

It is also declared the United States
desires to treat on the religions freedom
of the Caroline itlands as agreed opon
between the United States and Spein in
1886, and also the acquisition of one of
the Caroline ielands for an Amerlean
pavalstation, and of cable-landing rights
at other places in Spanish jorisdiction
and revival of certain Epanish-American
treaties ag heretofore in force.

Tire Americans aleo refuse to arbitrate
article 5 of the peace protocol, bearing
upon the futare disposition and con-
trol of the Puilippine ielandg,

The meeting then adjourned until
Wednesday.

The memorandum of the American
commiesion embodying the above pro-
position is long, and was not read in
full. The vital portions, however, were

{ communicated verbally to the Bpanish

commigsionersin practically these terms:
{ This fact was cited that the proposal
presentéd by the American commis-
sioners on bj.mli of the government for
the cession of the Philippines to the
United States having been rejected by
the 8panish commiseioners and a counter

| proposal of the latter for the withdrawal

of the Americans from the islands snd
payment of en indemnpity by the United
States to Spain bhaving been rejected by
the Awericans.

The government of the United States
is noable to modify the proposal hereto-
fore made for the cession of the entire
archipelago of the Philippines, but the
Ameriean commiasion is authorized to
offur o 8pain, in case the cession shonld
be agreed Lo, $20,000,000, to be paid in
accordance with the terms of the treaty
of pesce. It being the policy of the
Uaited Stales to maintainin the Philip-
pines an-open door to the world's com-
merce, the American commissioners
are prepared toinserl in the treaty, now
in contern plation; a stipulation that for
a term of years Spanish shipsand mer-

chandise sha!l be admitted into Philip-
pine ports on the same lerme a8 Ameri-
ean ships snd merchandise.

The American commi-sioners are aleo
authorized to insert 1o the treaty a pro-

‘vision for the'mutual relinguishment of

all ¢laims for indemnity, nstional and
individoal, of every kind of the United
States sgainst Spain, and Spain sgainst
tte United States; thst may have
arisen since the beginning of the Coban
insurrection and prior' to the couclusion
of the treaty of pesace.

Next followed Lthe terms pearest ap-
proaching a formal uitimatom to Spain,

Wasnixaron, Nov. 21.—The slate de-
partment has not vet been advised of
the reported refosal of the Spanish peace
enmmiesioners to continue the negotia-
tions in Paris. Alger expreeses disbe-
lef of the accnracy of the report, or
rather he fells that it was based upoun
the personal expreéesion of opinicn of
Rios of the Spanish commission, and he
did pot necesearily represent the formal

1 oplnion of the commission.

The Wallace famdy gave up the
honse last Thursday, and P. H. Fee
moved in with his family. Fee is a
brother of Judge James A, Fee, and
came here a few days ago from Iowa.
The first night the family occupied the
honee, he heard a noise in the back
yard. Drawing back the curtsin of the
very window through which Miss, Wal-
laca was shot, he eaw two men jumpthe
fence and g’o scurrying away toward the
woolen mills. He ‘thooght from their
general appearance they were Chinamen.
The next night he aleo edw men -prowl-
ing about and notified Sheriff Blakeley,
who detailed two deputies to remsin In
the house all night, but they saw no one.
Fee each time armed himself with two
plistols and want in eearch, but found no
one. By daylight he found tracks made
by & No. 7 ehoe, tha ordinary kind worn
by white men. The affair has deepened
the mysteryof the shooting of Misa Wal-
lace, and created most intense interest
here.

DESTINATION. -
WILL BE RUSSIA

Iatention is to Fit Out Warships aad
Transports From Esquimalt for
_ Service in Eastera Waters and to
Draw Whatever Troops are Need-
éﬁ From India.

Orriawa, Ont., Nuv, 2l.—At the rate
heavy ship gune, rapid-fires,small arme,
ammunition, munitions of war and
stores for active eervice are arriving at
Halifax and E¢gnimalt, it will soon be
possible to converf ocean liners into
armed crgisers and transports equal to
the embarkation of 10,000 men eimulta-
neously for any point in the lar eastern
seas to wiich the ships might “be or-
dered.

There is apparently no intention to
provide for a movement of troops to any
large extent from Eorope across Canads
by the “imperial highway' to Asia. On
the contrary, every indication pointa to
Ezquaimalt being ntilized chiefly for fit-
ing out croisers and trangports on sod-
ren emergengey,and Halifsx as a sopply
depot for the diepateh ¢f efupplles and
drafts of reinforcements overiand to
Eeguimalt.

Facilitiea for traneport of troopsin
large nuom bers acroes the continent uo-
der the conditions the imperial govern-
ment wonld impose are not uniimited,
thoogh means might be improvized at s -
gharp pinch to rush throogh as many as
ten thounsand men, arme baggaze and
supplies without a break, No suchstrain,
however, seems likely to oceur.

Weakening the Britich garsison in
Europe for service in the Esst by way
of Oanada is evidenily contemplated.

Unless the informetion ia whelly er-
roneons, the conditions are such that &
a year of ceaseless efforts wonld be re-
guired to Bt ont an adeguate Francos
Russian force for the eastern seas to
cope with the British power already
there or presently available. Andin the
meantime it is asked, what wonld the
British be-doing? ;
